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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re- Claim 16: The prior art does not disclose flaps having rounded leading edges. 
The prior art further does not disclose the capability of reducing vortex and airflow 
separation in all controllable flap positions. 

Re - Claim 30: The prior art does not disclose identical cross-sectional 
configurations in the form of wedge-shaped flaps having rounded leading edges. It 
would not be obvious to make the shape identical because there is no motivation to do so. 
No reference in the prior art uses identical flap shapes in the manner that applicant has 
claimed and any suggestion to alter the shapes so that they would be identical would be 
based on improper hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
